CONFERENCE PROGRAM SUMMARY 


This is the second in a series of Information Bulletins designed to provide 
information of the forthcoming ‘‘Resources for Tomorrow’’ Conference to be held 
in Montreal, October 23—28 1961. Copies of Bulletin Number 1 are available on 
request. 

Bulletin No. 2 provides an outline of the Conference program, the nature 
of the problems to be examined, and the questions which will serve as guides 
to discussion. Some changes may be required later, but these will not be sub- 
stantial. 

Objectives of each day’s program may be summarized as follows: 

MONDAY 

Following an opening statement on the background and expectations of the 

Conference, the day will be devoted to a consideration of the factors af- 

fecting renewable resources development in Canada, and how ourrenewa- 

ble resources are related to the rate and pattern of growth of the economy. 

This will be done through plenary sessions with discussion from the floor. 
TUESDAY 

Fifteen workshop sessions will consider major problems in each of the 

resource sectors. Particular emphasis will be given to an examination of 

experience already gained in dealing with these problems, but attention 
will be given also to the impediments to more effective programs. 
WEDNESDAY 

Obstacles to improved resource management delineated during Tuesday’s 

discussions will become focal points for study in ten workshops. Each 

workshop will examine these in relation to a particular aspect of resource 
management as, for example, research requirements, extension-information 
needs, possibilities for more effective multiple use, means for reducing 
jurisdictional uncertainties and of obtaining more effective inter-agency 
co-operation. 

THURSDAY 

Nine workshops will be considering possibilities for a regional approach 

to resource problems. Four major types of regions will be considered, for 

which case studies have been made. 
FRIDAY 

Participants will be assembled in workshops according to their resource 

interests to review results of the previous three days’ discussions. At- 

tempts will be made to formulate criteria for improved resource manage- 
ment and to indicate types of action that may commend themselves. Capital 
requirements for resource development and the employment effects there- 
from will be considered. 

SATURDAY 

Conference closes with plenary sessions in which consideration will be 

given to capital requirements for development of renewable resources and 

the income and employment effects of the development of these resources. 

A brief review of Conference accomplishments will also be made. 

Rapporteurs in each workshop throughout the week’s program will provide 
summaries at the close of each day. These will be made available to all parti- 
cipants on the morning following each session.
